Rallroed officials openty charge that the 
big packing corporations for yeare have been 
cheating the railroads by the 
character of the goods they were shipping 
and by abipping heavier packages than the 
bills of lading called or. 

They assert that the Glucose v also 
has taken advantage of them, ro- 
ducing its freight bills by thousands of dol - 
lars @ year, and that other big shippers in 
the east are doing things that have helped to 
diminish the revenues which the railroads 
ought to have received. 


' May Owe 95, 

It ap been estimated by the railroads thet 
the packers alone beat the eastern roads out 
of $150,000 a year. What they owe all the 
railroads out of Chicago is problematical, 
but fs estimated at $5,000,000. | 

The railway men say they have known all 
these things for years and in a way have 
remonstrated with the packers and other 
companies which were cheating them, but 
within the last few weeks they have made a 
determined effort to bring about a great re- 
form, and they intimate strongly that unless 
the shippers make restitution there will be 
a grand exposé before the interstate com- 
merce commission. 


Retaliation by the Railroads. 

In fact the matter has gone so far already 
that there is little chance of an investiga- 
tion by the commission being prevented. It 
is a case of retaliation with the railroad 
companies. Charges were made again#: 
them by shippers, they were hounded until 
they were obliged to obey the law much more 
strictly than ever before in their history, and 
now they are bound to show that there are 
other offenders. 

One of the schemes of the packers, ft is 
said, is to pack in barrels or tierces chucks or 
boneless chucks, both of which are fresh 
meat, and subject to first class rating. Over 
the top of these they sprinkle salt, and then 
they mark the barrel or tierce salt pork,” 
which takes a much lower commodity rate, 
and pay freight on the latter article, 

The rate on dressed beef and fresh ments 
from Chicago to New York is 45 cents per 
hundred pounds, The rate is high because 
fresh meats have to be handled on fast trams 
to prevent their spoiling, But the rate on 
salt pork ts only 80 cents a hundred, and es 
salt pork is packed in the same sort of pack- 
ages as boneless chucks, it fs difficult for the 
railroad inspectors to tell the difference, with- 
out opening each tierce. 

Freight Is Underbilled. 

Another scheme the packers are said to 
have worked was to underbill their freight. 
By an arrangement with the railroads, an 
agreed weight was fixed for tierces. A tierce 
‘of lard was to weigh so much, a tierce of salt 
pork so much, and so on through all the va- 
rious kinds of meats and products shipped. 
These weights were arrived at by periodically 
checking up the actual weights of the tierces, 
somewhat as mails are weighed. 

When the periodical weighing time came 

around, It ie alleged, special tlerces were 
packed, weighing several pounds less than 
the ordinary tierce of the same commodity. 
These tierces were taken ag representing the 
weight of all tierces, which, of course, they 
did not. 
Not long ago inspectors for the western 
lines bureau at Hammond reported that sev- 
eral carloads of import freight coming over 
one of the eastern lines, and billed to a point 
west of Chicago, were underbilled. Protest 
was made to the eastern line, and freight 
for the full weight was collected by the west- 
ern line, but the traffic official of a western 
line said he had no doubt underbilling 
had been done with the connivance of the 
eastern road in order to get the freight. 


Trick of the Glucose Company. 
Still another case recentiy came to the no- 
tice of the railroad officials. The glucose

west, wished to take advantage of a lower 
rate from Chicago than it was entitled ta 
The roads have a through rate from the At- 
lantic coast to points on the Missouri river 
and west, which makes the proportional from 
Chicago west lower than the local rate from 
Chicago to the Missouri river. The Glucose 
company, it is asserted, got a switching road 
to bill ite product as through freight from 
New York, thereby getting the proportional 
rate and cheating the rallroads out of several 
thousand doliars, This deception was de- 
tected, and it is said the railroads forced the 
Glucose company to settle by reminding it 
that the interstate commerce commission was 
looking for just such evidence. 


Railroads to Seek Redress. 

Phe railroads will have to get together to 
stamp out this practice, said a traffic official 
yester@ay. I think they have got together, 
although I am afraid there are a few weak 
members still. The stronger lines ha ve prac- 
tically instructed the heads of the eastern and 
western inspection bureaus to go ahead and 
collect the claims against all shippers, re- 
gardiess of how big they are, and we will 
back them up. 

It is just as ‘much a fraud for a shipper to 
underbill to a railroad as for a rallroad to 
rebate to a shipper. The public is crying 
for more stringent laws to control the rail- 
roads, and I think it will be a good thing ir 
it is shown that the railroads are not the only 
offenders.”’ 2 

The interstate commerce commission will 
be in Chicago within the next few weeks, and 
it is being predicted in railroad circles that 
its visit will result in one of the biggest up- 
heavals and sensational exposés that this 


country has seen in recent years.

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MINERS IN A FATAL CLASH 


Four Slain and Others Wounded 
by Guards at Windber, Pa. 


LIQUOR CAUSE OF COMBAT. 


Drink, Fight, Arrests, and Tragedy 
in Quick Succession. 


Johnstown, Pa., April 16-—Four men are 
dead and a number wounded, including Min- 
ing Engineer Eugene Delaney, as a result 
of a clash between the striking coal miners 
and guards at Windber tonight. 

For several hours the bodies of the miners 
remained where they fell in the streets, the 
strikers refusing to allow them to be re- 
moved. Late tonight, however, they were 
taken to an undertaker's establishment. 
Trouble is expected when the state officers 
arrive tomorrow, but in the meantime the 


situation is more quiet. 
The dead are Pietro Martini, Paul Zilla, 
leader of the rioters, Antonio Mazuca, and 


charles Foster, 12 years old. 
State Constabulary Called. 


The state constabulary has been summoned 
from Greensburg and were being rushed to 
Windber in a special train, but about a mile 
west of this city the train was held up by a 
freight wreck, and as Windber is about twen- 
ty miles from this city it is not expected the 
constabulary will reach Windber before early 
in the morning. Trouble is anticipated. how- 
ever, when the constabulary arrives at the 
mines, as the foreign element is antagonistic 
to the state officers. 

An eye witness of the riot in describing the 
affair tonight said the trouble started at 5 
o'clock; when Deputy Sheriff W. M. Mo- 
Mullen went to the mass meeting held by the 
striking miners in a wood at the edge of the 
town. Many of the miners had been drinking 
and the eight of the deputy made them fu- 
rious. The officer quickly was surrounded 
by miners who threatened to kill him. 

MeMulten, realizing that hig situation was 
desperate, fled, finding refuge in the house of 
Councilman Charles Davis. Practically 
every man who had gone to the massmeeting 
joined in the chase after the fleeing deputy, 
and soon after the latter had entered the 
Da vis house it was surrounded by a mob of 
2.000 shouting miners, who challenged Mo- 
Mullen to come out. 


Mob Wrecks Residence. 

When McMullen failed to appear the mob 
attacked the house and lterally wrecked it. 
The deputy sheriff was roughly handled, but 
again managed to escape. The members of 
the Davis family fied to the homes of neigh- 
bors for shelter. Other deputies who had 
been on duty guarding the property of the 
coal company had been notified of the trouble 
by this time, and twenty of the rioters were 
landed in the lockup at Windber. 

The mob, headed by Paul Zills, then 
planned an assault on the jail with the pur- 
pose of releasing the prisoners. A great 
crow? of the strikers with Zilles at their head 
marched to the center of the town and pre- 
pared to storm the jail. The deputy sheriffs 
fixed the bayonets to their rifles and sur- 
rounded the jail to keep it from the mob’s 
possession If possible. 

The members of the fire Gepartment were 
called out to help restore order. The for-

| tused 2 Usten, greeting the efforts to pacify 
them with hoots and jeers. 

At a signal the mob began to close in on the 
jall, shouting to the deputies to throw away 
their guns and give up the prisoners. The 
officers first tried to keep back the mob with 
bayonets, but the effort was ineffectual, and 
when it became certain that the littl band 
of deputies and firemen could not stand be- 
fore the mob, they opened fire. 


Try to Disarm Deputies. 

Those of the foreigners who were closest 
to the jail already had begun using knives in 
the attempt to disarm the deputies, while 
others flourished revolvers. The deputies 
fired but one volley, and the foreigners broke 
and fied in wild disorder, leaving three of 
their number dead in front of the jail. The 
wounded who were able to walk were hurried 
to their homes and boarding houses, while an 
ambulance took the more seriously hurt to 
the Windber hospital. 

Fears are entertained that the strikers 
will make another effort to free the rioters 


now in jail. 


At a massmeeting this afternoon the men 
had decided to return to work on the opera- 
tors’ terms when Deputy McMullen appeared. 
It was said that an intoxicated striker made 
an insulting remark to the deputy, and that 
when the latter warned the miner to keep 
quiet the trouble began. Deputy Sheriffs are 
guarding the streets of Windber pending the 
arrival of the state constabulary, and all 
who are unable to give a satisfactory reason 
for being out of doors are stopped and com- 
pelled to go home. 


TEN PERSONS SLAIN IN RIOT 
OVER CELEBRATION OF EASTER 


Greeks Victims of Clash with Roman 
Catholics in Arkansas—Gov. Davis 
Appealed To for Aid. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 16.—[{Special.j—Ten 
Greeks are reported killed in a riot at the little 
station of Gurley, Ark., forty miles south of 
Helena, Ark. Others were injured, but the 
number is not known. Gurley is at the end 
of the construction work on which the Greeks 
are engaged. 

The rioting began in a dispute between 
Roman Catholics and adherents of the Greek 
church as to the date on which Easter should 
be celebrated. 

Sunday afternoon shooting was general, 
and seven men were killed by the time a 
messenger got away for Helena. Sheriff 
Frank Kildeens and twenty deputies left for 
the scene of the rioting. 

Nothing was heard from Gurley until this 
morning, when a message was received from 
the sheriff, saying that with his force ie 
could not quell the riot, and asking that Gov. 
Davis be requested to send troops. He added 
that three more men had been killed. 

Capt. Myers and seventy-five men started 


for Gurley today.

Gov. Folk on War Path. 

Gov. Folk declares that he proposes to hang 
every man who helped hang the negroes. He 
said late this afternoon: 

“I am now advised that about 100 ot the 
leaders of the Saturday night mob are 
known. I have instructed Gen. Clark to ar- 
rest these men and place them in jail. If an 
attempt at rescue is made and more troops 
are needed I will send the First regiment and 
light battery A of St. Louis.“ 

Every member of the mob that took part 


in this disgraceful proceeding deserves to 


be hanged, and I propose to use e means 
in the power of the state to bring these 
brutal murderers to justice. A few hangings 
of a few lynchers is an object lesson much 
needed, and Missouri probably will serve 
this salutary lesson to the rest of the coun- 
try. 

“Lynching o murder—cowardly murder. 
It is murder, regardless of the guilt or inno- 
cence of the persons lynched, and the state 
of Missouri will not tolerate it. 

One cannot help contrasting what took 
place in Springfield and the courage of Sher- 
iff Hogg of Butler county, who, single hand- 
ed, defied’ a mob of several thousand who 
sought to take a prisoner from him. All 
mobs are cowardly; Only cowards would 
take part in mobs, and one brave officer can 
put 5,000 lynchers to flight. Counties should 
see to it their sheriffs are men of courage.“ 


Mob Leaders Panic Stricken. 


As a result of Gov. Folk’s determined stand 
there is wild panic in Springfield. Men who 
openly boasted at noon today of the part they 
took in the lynching are in hiding tonight. 
The same men who threatened to attack 
the troops and drive the soldiers out of town 
have slunk away in the darkness. 

Up to noon today men who had been in 
the mob made no secret of it. They stood 
upon the street corner and joked each other 
about it. Openly they cursed and jeered the 
soldiers. They boldly uttered the threat 
that if arreste were made they, the people, 
would Arise and rescue the arrested men 
and drive the militia; as well as the negroes, 
from the city. Everywhere the threat is 
heard: 

“This town is too small for negroes and 
whites to lve in. One or the other must 


Tonight all this is changed. There are no 
more threats, no more jeers for the soldiers, 
no more talk of rescue. When the news 
spread that already four men had been ar- 
rested, quietly, by ones and twos, then by 
little groups, then by scores the lynchers 
left the streets and went into hiding. But 
nearly every man is known. Nota man in 
the mob wore a mask made any attempt 
at concealment. The names of the leaders 
and of those who led the negroes by ropes 
through the streets and who lynched them 
afterward, are well known to everybody 


here. 
Mob Leaders in Jail. 


Of the five mob leaders so far arrested two 
are in jail and three released on bonds. The 
men arrested are: 

Charles Cannefax. 88 years old, a well 
known character and frequenter of gambling 
houses, released on bond of $10,000. 

Owen Caivey, 40 years old, an ex-rallroad 
employé, released on a bond of $10,000 

Oat Hall, 32 years old, well known character 
about town; held in jail. 

J. 8. Blake, 48 years old, ex-policeman; held 
in jail. 

Dan Crane, 25 years old, society man and 
highly conmected, son of W. G. Crane, a 
wholesale grocer, released on bond of $10,000. 


Special Grand Jury Called. 


Judge Lincoln of the Criminal court today 
ordered a special grand jury convened on 
Tuesday morning. The jury will be instruct- 
ed to make a thorough Mvestigation of the 
lynching and the other acts of the mob, and to 
indict all the leaders that may be appre- 
hended. 

It is expected that the grand jury will in- 
dict at least fifty and perhaps 100 men. All 
men supposed to know the name of any one 
in the mob will be summoned as witnesses 
before the grand jury and in this way the 
prosecutor hopes to get the names of nearly 
all who took an active part in the assault 
upon the jail. 

After the meeting of the Criminal court to- 
day, when an order was given for the con- 
vening of the grand jury, Roscoe Patterson, 
prosecuting attorney, said: 

“I shall file information and issue war- 
rants for the arrest of every man I can learn 
was concerned in the lynchings or the as- 
sault upon the jail, These arrests will be 
made as quickly as possible, without waiting 
for the grand jury to act.”’ 

The better element in Springfield denounces 
the iynchings in unmeagured terms. It is 
generally admitted now that at least two of 
the negroes burned to death were ¢mno- 
cent. 


Approves of the Mob. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 16.—[Special.]— 
The convention of Southwestern Commercial 
clubs today tabled a resolution approving 
Gov. Folk's efforts to punish the Springfield 
mob. 

When the resolution was read B. B. Pad- 
dock of Fort Worth, Tex., former mayor 
of that eity, and Texas commissioner to the 
world’s fair at St. Louis, jumped to his feet 
and said: 

Mr. Chairman, I move to table that res- 
olution. The people of Springfield did just 
exactly right. They ought to do more like 
it.. They can’t make the fire too hot to suit 
me. ov? 

That a big majority of the 300 delegates 
present was in sy mpathy with these views 
was apparent from the storm of yeas and the 
motion to table the resolution.

WILD OVERLAND RIDE TAKEN 
FROM HAMMOND TO CHICAGO. 


Bernard ‘Semco’s Sen and Married 
Daughter Drive Twenty-five Miles 
in Covered Carriage at Record 
Speed in Effort to Receive from His 
Own Lips the Last Message of Their 
Dying Father, but They Arrive Too 
Late. 


In order that they might hear the mes- 
sage that their dying father wished to give 
them. with his own lips, Mrs. Mayer Lipman 
of Hammond, Ind., and her brother, Isadore 
Semco of Chicago, who was spending Easter 
with the Lipmans, took a wild overland ride 
in the early darkness of Sunday morning 
from Hammond to Chicago. The trip was 
made in record breaking time. the twenty- 
five miles between the two cities being tray- 
eled in about an hour and a half. 

Father Is Fatally Stricken. 
Bernard Semeo, 3723 Prairie avenue, enter- 
tained a party of friends at his house late 
Saturday night and was taken ill just as the 
guests were departing. An hour later he was 
striken with a hemorrhage and a physician 
who was called declar his condition hope- 
less. His wife and five daughters were 
called to his bedside. 

Mayer Lipman of Hammond was informed 
by telephone at 2 o’clock in the morning of 
the illness of his father-in-law. Mrs. Lip- 
man and her brother, Isadore Semco, hastily 
secured a covered carriage, because there 
were no trains to be obtained at that hour.

PARK BONDS HELD VALID. 


‘COURTS IN RECORD TIME UPHOLD 


$3,000,000 ISSUE. 


Two New Neighborhood Centers Will 
Be Laid Out, According te President 
B. A. Eckhart of the West Park 
Board, with One-Third the Proceeds 
of Sale, While Many and Extensive 
Improvements Will Also Be Made 
Test Case Decided. 


“The law’s delay was made an empty 
sounding phrase yesterday when, by the 
quickest legal action Known in Illinois 
courts, the $3,000,000 west park bond is- 
sue was relieved of all possibility of 
suffering in the market because of any 
question of validity. A decision’ by the 
Supreme court in Springfield settled the ques- 
tion of their legal status; The rehabilitation 
of the west park system and the establish- 
ment of small parks can naw proceed at once. 

Ten days only were required to carry the 
case from the original court to a final decision 
in the Supreme court. The case to test the 
validity of the act authorizing the issuance of 
the bonds was brought April 7 in Judge Me- 
Ewen's court by Dr. Truman W. Brophy and 
Frank Kucera, taxpayers. Judge McEwen 
sustained the act. 

On Thursday Attorney General Stead asked 
the Supreme court judges to give the bond 
case the right of way in the Supreme coart, 
The request was granted. The court took the 
case on Saturday, April 14. A decision was 
given yesterday. 


Ready Sale Is Assured. 

President B. A. Eckhart of the west park 
board is confident purchasers can be readily 
found, now that the validity has been estab- 
lished. 

The Supreme court was willing to make a 
special order of the case because of the 
great public interest involved. On the west 
side, where the parks have not been mair- 
tained to the standard of the north and south 
systems, citizens have complained. 

With 33,000,000 at its disposal the park 
board will lay out three small parks and use 
$2,000,000 in making improvements. One 
small park site has been determined. It will 
be in the tract bounded by Cornell, Noble, and 
Chase streets, and Chicago arenue in ihe 
Seventeenth ward. 


Two More Small Parks Certain. 

“We expect to give the west siie two 
other small parks out of the $1,000,000," 
said Mr. Eckhart. “One of these, t is ex- 
pected, will be in the Ghetto and the other 
in the southwestern district, somewhere 
south of Sixteenth street and near Lafiin. 

We shall not be able to build tiem on 
sO elaborate a scale as the small parks in 
the south side system have been built, be- 
cause we have not the large amount of 
money the south park board had. Dach 
small park, however, will be made a neigh- 
borhood center, with playgrounds, gymna- 
sium, and baths. 

The larger part of the $2,000,000 bond 
issue will be used for park improvements. 
Several park extensions will be made, nota- 
bly in Humboldt park. 

Washington, Jackson, Ogden, and Hum- 
baldt boulevards are badly in need of re- 
pair. We need greenhouses and refectories. 
The whole west park system needs rehabili- 
tation.“

A special meeting of Zion's investors was 
held in the tabernacle at Zion City Im the 
evening, and several letters similar to that 
read at the Sunday service, protesting 
against Dowle’s methods, were given te 
them. The letters date back as far as 1902. 

A letter from Charles J. Barnard, former 
general financial manager, written to Over- 
seer George L. Mason at the opening of the 
present crisis, revealed the causes of Bar- 
nard’s resignation. He was unable to tol- 
erate Dowile's illegal actions, and could see 
but one result of them, “ the destruction of 
Zion.“ He stated that when the bank was 
founded he had prepared a typewritten list 
of rules for the institution, Including a regu- 
Jation that 25 per cent of the deposits should 
be held as a cash reserve, and that no more 
than 10 per cent should be loaned to one per- 


son. 

These rules were submitted to Dowie, who 
gave them his approval, and put them in his 
pocket. He was the first violator, in drawing 
a check for $5,000 for improvements on Ben 
MacDhui. Dowie directed that a gold re- 
serve be maintained, and when $5,000 of that 
metal had been saved he ordered that it be 
used to help meet a check for $7,000 which he 
had drawn in payment for bool he had 
bought. His overdrafts, Barnard stated, 
amounted to $600,000.

Letter Signed “Joe Mobry“ Directs 
Suspicion Against the “Arkins 
Family,“ and Lieut. Morrisey Saya 
This Fits In th Some Other Facts 


He Has—Revo with Which the 


Discovered in Vacant ot. 


Slight clewsa found yesterday by the Ken- 
sington police in their search for the mur- 
derer of William Mowbray gave a bare hope 
that they may be successful. Through a let- 
ter sent to Inspector Hunt by a man sign- 
ing himself Joe Mobry,“ suspicion is di- 
rected toward a former resident of South 
Chicago named Arkins. The Arkins in ques- 
tion has a police record. He cannot be found, 
though a diligent search has been made. The 
letter follows: : 

Inepector Hunt, Kensington police—Try the 
Aris family. ‘You will find your man among 
them. _ “JOR MOBRY. 
The letter was written in pencil wi a 
cramped, labored hand, and on coarse paper. 
Nothing about the communication gave the 
slightest clew to the whereabouts of he 
sender, and all efforts to locate him were 
fruitless. 

There ig good reason to consider the com- 
munication seriously,“ said Lieut. Morrisey 
of the Kensington station. We have some 
facts on the case which we do not consider it 
advisable to reveal at present, and if Arkins 
ig found it will complete a chain we have been 
working on ever since the murder.” 


Slayer’s Revolver Found. 

Another important development of the day 
was the finding of a revolver in a vacant 
lot near the scene of the murder. The re- 
volver undoubtedly is the one used by the 
murderer, It was found by Bradléy Dobey, 
4 13 year old boy living at 113380 Indiana 
avenue. The boy took the weapon to the 
police station, saying that he had found it 
partly buried in the soft earth. The police 
found the hole left by the barrel at the place 
indicated by the boy. It evidently had been 
thrown away by the murder It contained 
six cartridges, one of which had been fired.

The shells in the revolver were of a make 
sold by only one store in Kensington. The 
proprietor of this store, S. 8S.

Tells of Slayer Lying in Wait. 

Otto Moore, 2575 Stanwood place, whose 
house stands within a few rods of the scene 
of the crime, gave the police nformation 
relative to the position of Mowbray’s assail- 
‘ante before the shooting. Moore’s house 
stands at the intersection of Stanwood place 
and an alley, where the murderer probably 
lay in wait for his victim. Moore heard the 
footsteps of the murderer, he says, as the 
man walked through the alley, and heard 
him créeping toward the entrance as the aged 
man approached, 

“JT heard the man run down the alley,”

Crime Probably Was Committed 


LEWIS WILL, AVOID JAIL 


Jadge Humphrey Gives Him the Al- 
ternative of Serving a Two Months’ 
Term in Prison or Withdrawing 


Against the Alten Water Works 
Company—Friends Offer to Go te 
Cell for Him.

Corpora tion Counsel J. Hamilton Lewis, 

sentenced yesterday by Federal Judge Hum- 
phrey to two months in jall unless he should 
retract an act in contempt of court, decided 
last night to retract. In compliance with 
the court’s Judgment Col. Lewis will in the 
mext five days withdraw foreclosure pro- 
ceedings he brought against the Alton Water 
Works company in contravention of Judge 
Humphrey’s injunetion. 
, Although his fighting spirit was d by 
the sentence, Col. Lewis decided that as the 
chief legal counsel of the city of Chicago he 
could ill afford to set an example of contest- 
ing the judgment of the court. 

It ie understood the colonel's decision to 
surrender was hastened by his discovery 
that unwittingly he has been representing 
questionable interests. The mah behind the 
Attack on the Alton company is none other 
than Clarence Venner, known in the west 
as a “ financial privateer,” and over whose 
head there now hangs a sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment imposed by Judge 
Humphrey in previous Utigation in this case. 

Col. Lewis @id not know that Venner was 
in reality his client. He was retained by two 
New York lawyers to file a brief in the case. 
and without further knowledge of the circum- 
gtances he did so. : 

Friends Offer to Serve for Him. 

The corporation counsel was the object of 
sympathy throughout the day in city ball. 
He was overwhelmed with persona! and te le- 
phonic offers from friends desiring to serve 
his jail sentence for him. Late in the day he 
announced his decision in this statement: 

There is nothing personal in this matter 
between Judge Humphrey and me. I brought 
suit to foreclose on second mortgage bonds 
representing $225,000 in claims against the 
Alton water works. 

Judge Humphrey had previously decreed 
that the property belonged to the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust company, as having a prior 
mortgage. My clients contested that this 
was done without notice to them and without 
representation. Judge Humphrey adjudges 
my act in bringing suit in the state court con- 
tempt of his court.” 


Venner Charged with Fraud. 

Venner, well known in the west by his no- 
torious Htigation against the Pullman com- 
pany and the Rock Island railway, was pres- 
ident of the Alton water works when sued 
originally by the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company, as trustee of the first mortgage 
bonds. 

Attorney William Burry, for the . com- 
Plainant, charged Venner with “issuing 
ether bonds frauduiently, obstructing the 
collection of the rightful bonds, and engaging 
in a blackmailing project.” 

For refusing to produce the books Venner 
was sentenced by Judge Humphrey to six 
months in jail and to pay $1,000 fine. He 
paid the fine and the jail sentence was after- 
ward suspended on Venner’s comipliance 

h the order. Judge Humphrey then de- 
clared Venner’s bonds fraudulently issued 
and gave the property to the Farmers’ com-

Krpzanowski’s story is that he was re- 
turning home from church shortly before 11 
o'clock Sunday night. He got off a car at 
Forty-seventh. and Honoré streets and 
started to walk to his room, two biocks 
north. When within half a block of hig 
destination he was accosted by a drunken 
man, and, to avoid trouble, he ran. 


Beaten by Three Policemen. 

“When across the street from where I live,” 
Kryzanowski said; I heard a man shout 
Halt.“ I looked around, and, seeing the 
man didn’t have an officer’s uniform on, i 
supposed he was a confederate of the drunken 
man, 80 I ran all the faster. The man shot 
at me three times, I ran into the hallway, 
and, finding the doors locked, hid in the 
toilet room. The man who shot at me ana 
two policemen in uniforms followed up the 
stairs, and when they found me, all three 
pommeled me with their clubs before I had 
time to say a word. Refusing to hear my 
story, they hauled me to the New City police 
I dia 
not know why they beat me or arrested me. 
This morning, when I got a chance to tel 
my story before Justice Fitzgerald I was 
discharged immediately.” 


Suit Against City Threatened. 

The charge against. Kryzanowski was dis- 
orderly conduct.“ At the police station it 
was stated that, as far as known, no plain 
clothes man had anything to do with the 
arrest, Policemen Chad and Dinan, who were 
recorded as having made the arrest, are both 
uniform men. Chad is a new man. 

Kryzanowski is of an aristocratic Russian 
family. Six months ago, When he was «a 
student in the university at Baku, Russia, 
he was banished from the country as a revo- 
lutionist. He came to Chicago, where he 
immediately secured a position in the bank. 
He lives with an aunt, Mrs. Josephine War- 
anko. : 

“I was angry enough to fight the whole 
police force wher I heard Kryzanowski's 
story,“ sald W. J. Rathje, vice president of 
the bank. The idea of three policemen 
pommeling up a boy like that! He is the most 
harmless kind of a lad. An officer has no right 
to beat a man without cause. Officers came 
here this morning offering apologies for the 
treatment of the boy, but nothing less than 
$10,000 will talk. The city will be sued for 
that amount.”

Mayor Dunne referred to another proposi- 
tion made to the traction company.

“The thing of greatest importance to the 
people of this city at present is continuous 
and undisturbed street car service,“ said 
Ald. Foreman. There is now no reason 
why the people should not have it. The 
ninety-nine year case is out of the way. It 
is exceedingly unlikely that the Supreme 
court will reverse itself on this subject. The 
decision disposed of all theoretical questions 
and something tangible in the way of im- 
proved service ought now to be given the 


people. . 

“I don't see why there should be any fur- 
ther delay. The street car companies still 
control about 30 per cent of the mileage. To 
put Mayor Dunne's contract plan into oper- 
ation under the circumstances would there- 
fore disrupt the service of the city and make 
Buch Je more abominable than at present. 
Stich a move should not be tolerated. 

“I @elieve that the present companies are 
in a better position to bring about immediate 
rehabilitation of the service. They should 
unify all interests and make their offers to 
the city. 
prove the service under the supérvision of 
the city as regards expenditures. 


City Should Supervise. 

“The city should supervise the expendi- 
tures for rehabilitation in order to prevent 
the companies from ‘padding the rehabilita- 
tion aceount and in order check up on 
the compensation to be paid the city. Then 
when the city is In a porition to purchase 
the lines there will be no misunderstanding 
concerning the amount of money invested by 
the companies. 

„Ot course, the urification of the lines 
will mean one fare ‘throughout the city. 
Through routes ought to be established. I 
favor the routing of the cars as suggested 
in Bien J. Arnold's report. included in the 
recommendations of the local transportation 
committee Dec. 5, 1905, which makes pro- 
visions for twenty-one separate routes.

States Justice White, in delivering the 
opinion in the celebrated case of Knowlton 
vs. the collector of internal revenue, sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the inheritance 
tax in the war revenue law in every, particu- 
lar, He declared that such a tax was not 
direct within the meaning of the constitu- 
tion, but that, on the contrary, it was a duty. 
or excise, and that the uniformity clause of 
the constitution relates only to geographical 
uniformity. Justice White went on carefully 
to explain that an Inheritance tax was not 
on the property but on the succession. It 
is the transmission which is taxed, and not 
the thing transmitted. 

Justice White called attention to the fact 
that the income tax law was declared uncon- 
stitutional because it imposed a tax on in- 
come or rents from real estate and from per- 
sonal property, which was, in effect, a direct 
tax on the property itself. This did not in- 
volve an inheritance tax, he said, which 10 
entirely based on transmission, as was shown 
in the celebrated case of Magoon vs. the I- 
linols Trust company, which upheld the IIII- 
nots inheritance tax. In that case Justice 
McKenna said: 

“It is deduced that states may tax priv- 
lleges between relatives and between these 
and strangers, and grant exemptions; and 
are not precluded from this power by the pro- 
visione of the respective state constitutions 
ere uniformity amd equality of taxa- 

on.“ 

Only Question of Policy. 

Inasmuch as the court has fully sustained 
the provisions of the inheritance tax of 1898 
it can be seen that the only thing in the way 
of putting into effect President Roosevelt's 
scheme for breaking up great fortunes is a 
question of public policy, and not of law. The 
ease INF of 1898 was lenient to the 
enormous fortunes, It made only five classes 
of taxable inheritances, running from 610,000 
below which everything was exempt, up to 
$1,000,000, above which everything had the 
same tax. It would be the simplest thing tn 
the world to take the inheritance tax law of 
1808 and extend it by tens of millions, so as to 
make it reach the point aimed at by President 
Roosevelt. The law as it stood taxed an es- 
tate of $1,000,000 devised to a brother, sister, 
child, or parent at $2.25 on every $100 In an 
estate aggregating $1,000,000 or more. If this 
same ratio were extended to every $10,000,000 
or 80, the tax soon would reach to a large 
proportion of the inheritance, and it would 
not become absolutely confiscatory, even in 
theory, ‘untila fortune up in the hundreds of 
millions came into question. 


How It Might Work. 

The inheritance tax law of 1898 increased 
the tax largely, according to the remoteness 
of the relationship, whereas the provisions 
of a new law, especially designed to die- 
tribute fortunes as much as possible, might 
properly reduce the figures on remote rela- 
tionships and increase them on nearby ones 
for the great fortunes,“so as to put a premium 
upon distribution and make It costly to con- 
centrate money in one’s own immediate fam- 
ily. 

The constitutionalty of a progressive in- 
heritance tax has been fully sustained. It 
can be enacted by a slight modification of 
previous laws now repealed, but whether it 
is a matter of sound and conservative public 
policy will be for the people and congress to 
decide. The president may be socialistic, 
but this time, at least, he does not seem to be 
unconstitutional. 


MICHIGAN LOSES TAX CASE. 


Supreme Court Holds Railway Company 
Need Not Pay Ad Valorem 
Assessment. 


Washington, D. C., April 16.—Justice 
Brewer of the Supreme court of the United 
States today announced the cpinion- of that 
court in the case of Perry F. Powers, auditor 
general of the state of Michigan, vs. the De- 
troit. Grand Haven and Milwaukee railway 
company. The railway company’s stand was 
sustained.

Denby Backs Up His Statement. 

Denby today made the following reply to 
the Chinese minister: “My statements were 
based on facts and fair inferences, Every 
assertion easily can be proved. The min- 
ister’s statement is painfully, though I hope 


unintentionally, misieading. First, he says 


only 527 persons have received certificates 


from Chinese officials during the period 


under review, basing his statement upon the 
fact that only that number has been re- 
ported to him, and it is a practice of the 
officials to communicate officially to the le- 
gation of all certificates issued. The rec- 
ords of the bureau of immigration show 
that during the period referred to 896 ap- 
plicants bearing certificates issued in China 
by Chinese officiais presented themselves 
at various ports of the United States. Will 
the minister admit the 368 certificates not re- 
ported to him were fraudulent? He becomes 
the best witness in proof of my assertion. 

“The minister also says there were 6506 
admissions and rejections at San Francisco 
during three years, and asks when the oth- 
ers got their certificates. Is it possible 
his excellency does not know that most of 
these persons did not have or require any 
certificate from China or any other foreign 
government? They were persons who were, 
or claimed to be native born Americans 
or citizens of other countries, returning 
laborers, returning merchants, merchants’ 
wives, merchants’ children, etc. 

I deeply regret the publicity that has been 
given the unfortunate letter of his excellency, 
the Chinese minister. But it is beyond my 
power to withdraw my letter from the public. 
I probably shall make such statements as I 
deem proper before the subcommittee in ex- 
planation of my remarks. My statements 
were made because they were true, and be- 
cause there has been too much ignorant 
abuse of the government in connection with 
the administration of the Chinese exclusion 


acts. 
Takes No Personal Offense. 

“So far ds I am concerned, I have not the 
slightest feeling. I have not taken any per- 
sonal offense.” 

The Chinese minister ineisted tonight that 
he wae justified in replying to the wholesale 
denunciation of his government and its of- 
ficials which had been made by Mr. Denby. 
The minister has been on the most friendly 
terms with Mr. Denby and entertains a high 
regard for him, and he cannot understand 
how the Michigan representative could have 
given voice to criticisms which he says had 
no justification. 

The difference between the number of per- 
sons who receive certificates from Chinese 
officials as reported to the Chinese lega- 
tion and that cited by Mr. Denby from the 
official reports of the bureau of immigration 
is 368 in all, the minister said, and could 
be accounted for by the fact the foreign 
corhmissioner in Shanghai was authorized 
to issue certificates to merchants and exhib- 
ters during the St. Louis exposition, and 
these were not reported to his legation. 


DRAWING LINES ON RATE BILL. 


Democratic Senators Get Together to 
Plan Course of Action—President 
Accepts Amendment. 


Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Speclal. 
The rate bill situation took on a new phase 
today when there was a successful renewal 
of the effort to secure a conference of the en- 
tire democratic membership in the senate for 
the purpose of determining what the course 
of the democrats should be with respect to 
the pending measure. 

It is evident that the attempt is being re- 
newed to form a coalition of republicans and 
democrats who favor limiting the authority 
of the courts over the order of the interstate 
commerce commission. The conference of 
[democrats mainly is for the purpose of try- 
ing to agree upon a limited review amend- 
ment. 

Another development of the day was the 
announcement that President Roosevelt had 
accepted in part the amendment of Senator 
Bailey, the democratic leader, providing that 
a rate fixed by the interstate commerce com- 
mission should not be suspended dy 
inferior court pending the determination of 
an appeal from the commission's action.

Telephone Company Pays City. | 
After a conference of Corporation Counsel

RUSSIAN OFFICIAL SAYS WRITER 
IS REVOLUTIONIST. 
Declares That Woman Companion of 
Exile Nov., in New York Was In- 
strumental im Getting Donation of 


$1,600,000 to Revolutionary Cause | 


from Merchant Prince—Effect of 
Visit to United States Is Feared by 
the Government. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 16—Maxim 
Gorky’s reception in the United States is 
giving the Russian government considerabie 
concern. 

A high official here today made the follow- 
ing statement: In listening to Gorky the, 
American people should understand that he 
is not a liberal nor a reformer, but a revolu- 
tionist pure and simple. He certainly is a. 
writer of talent, perhaps even a genius, and 
much that he says regarding the conditions 
in Russia doubtless is true, but it should be 
made clear that his object is not reform but 
revolution. Mme. Andreieva, who accom- 
panies him, is not his wife. She also is a 
revolutionist, and M. Morosoff, one of Mos- 
cow's merchant princes, gave her $1,500,000 
for the revolutionary cause. When the gov- 
ernment last summer secured proof of this 
fact he was given twenty-four hours to leave 
Russia or stand trial here. He fied to Paris, 
where he committed suicide.“ 


May Be at the A Club. 


New York, April 16.—{Special.]—Maxim 
Gorky, who with his companion, Mme. And- 
refeva, was evicted from three hotels on 
Saturday last, kept safely under cover all 
day today, although he is yet in New York 
City. ‘ 

The last seen of Gorky in public was about 
half past 11 o’clock Saturday night, when 
after Frank Geraty, manager of the Hotel 
Rhinelander at 12 Fifth avenue, had refused 
to harbor the party over night. The Russian 
novelist, accompanied by Mme. Andreie va 
and Leroy M. Scott, left the hotel headed 
in the Atrection of 3 Fifth avenue, which is 
the headquarters of the A club. 

Mystery deep and impenetrable pervaded 
the air at the clubhouse all day today. All 
inquirers for the Ruselan revolutionary

To Change Hiding Place Today. 


It was learned tonight that Gorky still isin 
New York, but he will change his hiding place 
tomorrow if his removal from their present 
headquarters of his party cannot be effected 
without attracting public attention tonight. 

Gorky’s friends deny he and his companion 
are remaining quiet in an endeavor to distract 
the attention of the department of commerce 
and labor from their real status. They say 
that neither Gorky nor Mme. Andreieva is an 
immigrant. They do not expect to remain 
here permanently, and, therefore, cannot be 
regarded as fit subjects of an investigation 
by the immigration authorities. 


ITALY ANGRY AT GERMANY. 


Kaiser’s Hint Triple Alliance Unneces- 
sary and Tardy Condolence on Vesu- 
vius Disaster Cause. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. } 


ROME, April 16—The relations between 
Italy and Germany are much strained. Em- 
peror William recently hinted to the Italian 
ambassador at Berlin that, since Italy had 
acted independently in the Algeciras confer- 
ence, the triple alliance is unnecessary. 

The hint reached headquarters, and this, 
coupled with Germany's intentionally un- 
sympathetic attitude during the eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius, has led to a decision to con- 
sider the expediency of denouncing the al- 
liance. Meanwhile Count Langa, the Itallan 
ambassador to Germany, shortly will start 
for Rome and confer with Marquis Visconti 
Venosta, ex-minister of foreign affairs, who 
was Italy’s chief delegate to che Algeciras 
conference. He will got return to Berlin. 

It is understood that if Italy could enlist 
Anglo-French support in case of complica- 
tions, Austria will be willing and prepared to 
abandon the triple allfance. 

Count von Monts von Mazin, the German 
ambassador, today communicated to Count 
Guicciardini, the minister of foreign affairs, 
Germany's first official condolences on the 
Vesuvian disaster. The delay, which has 
been commented upon in all quarters, im- 
pliedly is accounted for on the seeming 
ground that Germany wanted to see how bad 
the catastrophe was going to be, 30 as to 
measure her sympathy.

: SWOLLEN ¥ORTUNES, 

The popular interest in an opinion de- 
pends almost entirely on whose it is, 
President Roosevelt says it is his opinion 
that the owners of “ fortunes swollen be- 
yond all healthy limits” ‘should not be 
permitted to hand on more than a certain 
amount ef them to any one individual. 
At once the public becomes deeply inter- 
ested. Senators, governors, and the own- 
ers of great, fortunes are asked for their 
views on the subject. The president has 
started an animated discussion, although 
this generation hardly will enact the legis- 
lation he suggests. 

A few weeks ago a professor ina New 
York university gave it as his opinion 
that there was a danger to the republic 
in the unlimited power given by the laws 
to the man who had piled up great wealth 
to say to whom it should go when he died 
—to hand over its overgrown bulk, if it 
so pleased him, to one child or grandchild. 
The professor said, in his opinion, the 
state should ‘take most of the money and 
the children be given moderate allow- 
ances. Nobody took any notice of the 
suggestion. It came from a professor 
and not from a president, but it may have 
caught President Roosevelt’s eye and in- 
duced him to give the idea greater pub- 
licity. 

The professor cannot accuse the; presi- 
dent of stealing his thunder, for the limi- 
tation of fortunes is not a novel proposi- 
tion. First, it was said that no man 
should have more than a million dollars. 
Twenty-five years ago ex- President Hayes 
said $8,000,000 should be the limit. One 
of the latest advocates of restriction 
thinks $10,000,000 is enough. Twenty 
years from now a greater allowance will 
be conceded. The total wealth of the 
country is increasing so rapidly that 
$100,000,000 in the hands of one man is 
not so portentous a fortune as $1,000,000 
was a hundred years ago. 

But the public does not take that view 
of the case. It assumes the possibility of 
a man who has made himself a multi- 
millionaire devising his wealth and his 
ability to a son who would amass a for- 
tune besides which that of Mr. Rocke- 
feller would be but a beggar’s pittance. 
Therefore it approves theoretically of 
the idea that a great fortune shall be 
split up and that a fair share of it shall 
go to the state. 

There is no question that the law can 
be changed -so as to provide for the equa! 
division of « man’s estate among his 
heirs instead of its being in his power to 
leave the bulk of it to one. There is no 
question as to the authority of the na- 
tional government to impose inheritance 
taxes. They can be made so heavy as fo 
swallow up the greater part of swolien 
fortunes and leave for the heirs what will 
seem to them only a trifle. 

It is a different matter to attempt to 
provide by law that the owner of a great 
fortune shall not “hand on more than a 
certain amount to any one individual.“ 
The national government has no power to 
do that. It can impose death duties for 
the purpose of raising revenue, and there 
its authority stops. It cannot specify the 
maximum amount of a bequest. 

It is not unlikely that in the course cf 
time the national government will impose 
inheritance taxes that will absorb a good 
portion of the fortunes which have not 
been parceled out before death. As the 
states have a right to impose such taxes, 
and some have done so, the estate of a 
multimillionaire might be caught between 
the upper and the nether millstone and 
little be left for the heirs. That is the 
danger of death duties, 

There are ways of escaping such a 
danger. Mr. Carnegie has said it is a 
disgrace to die rich. If the legislation the 
president favors were in force now Mr. 
Rockefeller would consider it reckless ex- 
travagance to die rich and let the gov- 
ernment take the lion’s share of his es- 
tate. He would transfer it b>fore he 
died to those to whom he would otherwise 
have willed it. 


THE SPRINGFIELD MOB. 

Sociologists have tried to elucidate the 
state of mind of a mob which does atro- 
cious things. When desperate criminals 
are lynched to avoid a probable miscar- 
riage of justice it is not hard to imagine 
the feelings which prompted the act or 
the satisfaction which follows its commis- 
sion. But what are the feelings today of 


the individuals of the party which in 


Springfield, Mo., lynched the wrong men? 
Do they content themselves with the 
thought that if the men hanged were not 
guilty of the particular offense for which 
they suffered they may have been guilty 
of something else? Will the certainty 
that they were mistaken have any effect 
in making other lynching parties more 
careful to be sure they are right before 
they go ahead? These are questions for 
sociological students to inquire into. 

It might be expected that the con- 
science of men who had been engaged in 
an affair of that kind and had been guilty 
of shedding innocent blood would torment 
them. In order that the punishment. of 
their crime should not be left entirely to 
their consciences, Gov. Folk has instructed 
one of the assistants to the attorney gen- 
eral to aid the state’s attorney of that 
county in prosecuting the lynchers, and 
has offered a reward for evidence that 
will secure conviction: The governor has 


a great opportunity to show what his 


personal Interest will accomplish in bring- 
ing to justice a band of men who went 
about their work with no attempt to con- 
ceal their identity. They relied upon the 
beHef that no jury would convict them for 
what they were doing. Probably if they 
had picked out the right men to hang that 
would have been the case, but as it is the 
governor may be able to do something. 
He must realize, however, that it Is a 
more dificult task than he undertook 
when he went after the boodlers or the 
racetracks in St. Louis county. 

Lynching is an exhibition of that pop- 
ular distrust of regularly coustituted au- 
thority which finds expression in the ini- 
tiative and the referendum. The argu- 
ment for the latter is that. legislative 
bodies cannot be trusted to perform their: 
duty. The argument for the former is 
that judicial or executive officers cannot 
be trusted to enforce the laws. Much of 
this distrust ig due to the same ignorant, 
malicious, and baseless criticism which is 
the delight of the man with the muck 
rake, There is just enough truth in the 
charge that the courts favor the criminal 
to make a community in which atrocious 
deeds have been done indifferent toward 
the rough and ready style of execution 
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which meets fancy of the more pas-

An accident ingurance company has set 
up the plea, in defending a suit for the 
amount of the policy of an automobilist 
killed in speeding his car, that all confirmed 
automobilists are insane or at least irre- 
sponsible. If the judgment of the court 


should recognize this defense it will impose 


new duties upon the guardians of the pub- 
lle peace. A person cannot be punished for 
the commission of an offense while insane, 
but he must be confined until he hes recov- 
ered his reason. If it appears that the 
speed mania does not affect the patient's 
intellect except when he is in his machine, 
automobiles will have to be classed with 
opium and cocaine and their use permitted 
only upon a physician’s prescription, the 
physician taking upon himself the respon- 
sibility of determining when the dangerous 
stimulant my be safely indulged in, 

The accident insurance companies are 
placed in a singular position by this claim 
of one of them. Most of the companies 
make @ business of insuring automobilists 
against the consequence of their own care- 
lessness or misfortune. That is to say, the 
owner of an automobile can make an ar- 
rangement under which in return fora fixed 
payment each year a company will under 
take to defend any civil suits growing out 
of the operation of the automobile and to 
pay any damages assessed. Now if it is 
a fact thet automobilists as a clase are in- 
sane it is clearly against public policy that 
any corporation should encourage them to 
continue to menace the public safety. A 
man afflicted with other forms of homicidal 
mania is confined without regard to the 
premium he might be willing to pay to se- 
cure a policy to indemnify his victims. If 
autemobilism is a mania it ie in the high- 
est degree improper that the maniac should 
have the legal and financial backing of a 
powerful corporation in his warfare upon 
society. The only basis for tolerance of 
the automobile is that it is a valuable ad- 
dition to the blessings of civilisation, and 
that the present alarming number of acci- 
dents is due to the novelty of the invention 
and the need of time for the technical skill 
and enlarged experience necessary to the 
safe use of automobiles. If instead of look - 
ing to time to remove objections the pub- 
lie is to expect the creation of a class of 
irresponsible destroyers, more dangerous 
with every increase in the efficiency of the 
machine used, a period of almost prohibi- 
tive legislation is inevitable. 

Fortunately for the future of the auto- 
mobile it is not likely that the court will 
regard the plea of the defense in the suit 
mentioned as anything but the desperate 
attempt of @ corporation lawyer to prove 
to his employer that he has omitted no ar- 
gument, however absurd, to save the dol- 
lars of the compauy.

The chief of the family is Prince Albert 
of Thurn and Taxis, duke of Woerth and 
of Donaustaufen, 4 nephew of the late em- 
press of Austria, married to an Austrian 
archduchess, and one of the wealthiest no- 
bles in Europe. He still bears the title of 
hereditary postmaster general of the holy 
Roman empire, conferred on the head of his 
house 800 years ago, and he is also titular 
er general to the crown of Ba- 
varia. 
> Until the year 1866, and even until 1870, 
the postage stamp used throughout the 
German empire bore the armorial bearings 
of the prince of Thurn and Taxis, and the 
colossal fortune of this family is due to 
the fact that it formerly enjoyed the mo- 
nopoly of the trade of stamps and of the 
entire postal service of Germany. 
— 


The duke’s mother was that Princess Helen 
of Bavaria, who was affianced to the present 
emperor of. Austria, and jilted by him for 
the sake of her younger sister Elisabeth. 
Proud, ambitious, clever, and deeply in 
love with her faithless flancé, it was a ter- 
‘rible blow to Helen to see the Cinderella 
of the family carry off the man she adored 
and the crown which she would have been 
so happy to have worn. 

However, her good sense induced her to 
keep her sorrows ahd troubles to herself, and 
to put the best face possible on the matter. 
Not only during the marriage festivities but 
also throughout her subsequent life she act- 
ed to perfection the part of a loving and 
sympathizing sister, and appeared in pub- 
lic, at any rate, to rejoice at Elizabeth's 
good fortune. 

After seeing her three other sisters mar- 
ried one after the other to the king of Na- 
ples, to his twin brother, the count of Trani, 
and to the French royal duke of Alengon, she 
finally conferred her hand on the late prince 
of Thurn and Taxis, and took up her resi- 
dence in his. superb palace at Ratisbonne. 
But, although the prince absolutely wor- 
shiped hip beautiful wife, she never pro- 
fessed for him more than a mild toleration, 
and retained to the day of her death an air 
of intense sadness and a sort of weary, ab- 
sent look, which had much in common with 
that of. the late empress. 

The latter assumed the role of mother to 
her sister’s son, Albert, after her death, 
treating him as her offspring. He is mar- 
ried to Archduchess Marguerite of Austria, 
while his only sister is the widow of the 
late Prince Frederick of Hohenzollern. 

— 


Prince Victor is now in this country with 
his cousin, and belongs to a branch of the 
family settled in Hungary. He is 4 member 
of the Hungarian house of lords and un- 


| married, but, like the other men of his fami- 


ly, is strictly debarred from wedding any 
woman who is not of royal or princely birth, 
or who does not belong to one of the medi- 
atized or formerly reigning houses of Ger- 
Many. 

The princes of Thurn and Taxie cannot 
even mate with members of the ordinary 
aristocracy without the consent of the chief 
of the house and of its adult male members. 
If a prince of urn and Taxis insists on 
wedding a woman without any pretensions 
to noble origin, he is compelled to abandon 
not merely his rank and the prerogatives of 
his birth but even his name. 

1 

An instance in point is that ot Prince Ru- 
dolph, who, a few years ago, abandoned his 
name and titles, together with all the pre- 
rogatives of a prince of Thurn and Taxis, to 
assume that of“ Baron Broskow,” a name 
and title conferred on him by the emperor 
of Austria, He was the first Austrian prince 
to go through the university course and to 
graduate as a. doctor of law. Fora time he 
distinguished himself in politics, taking the 
part of the Czechs against the Germans, 
much to the disgust of his family, who be- 
longed to the latter camp. In 1857, being at 
the time a young fellow of about 30, he fell 
in love with a beautiful actress of the name 
of Jennie Standler, whom he made his wife 
to the intense disgust of his relatives, who 
declined to recognize the validity of the 
unlor because of the laws of the house al- 
ready noted. 

Realizing that life under these circum- 
stances would be impossible in Austria and 
in Bavaria, he determined to leave the coun- 
try and to settle abroad, where he would 
be able to earn his livelihood without being 
subjected to any persecution or annoyance 
on the part of his relatives or their friends, 
He migrated first to Bulgaria, and then to 
eastern Rumelia, where, styling himself 
„Dr. Taxis and dropping his titles, he set- 
tled down to a lucrative legal practice, 
eventually becoming the principal judge of 
Philippopolis, 

— 

There he lived happy and contented until 
one ot the princes of Schwarsenburg, who 
had been on a visit Prinee Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, happened to fall in love with the 
daughter of Dr. Taxis, whose identity he 
ignored) Becoming awere, however, of the 
Judges true rank and name and of the 
anomalous position of the latter’s children, 
whose legitimacy was questioned in the eyes 
of the Austrian law, he urged on the father 
of his sweetheart to effect some arrangement 
with the head of the house.

It was not a 
mere bud, but a full blown flower and its 
coloring was of the exquisite pink, shading 
into a creamy white, which is peculiar to that 
lovely blossom, As Mme, sat 
studying the manuscript of the music Tosca 
was to sing, she placed this delicate tinted 
rose to her face and held it there. The spec- 
tator observing this daring juxtaposition, 
found himself unable to say which seemed 
the fresher and the less suggestive of age— 
her face or this perfect flower. Art.“ some 
will say. Granted. But is it nota wonderful 
art which can accomplish what here is ac- 
complished ? 

But it is not alone the art of makeup that 
gives Mme. Bernhardt the power to surprise. 
Back of all the artificial means employed 
to lend her face the glow and beauty of 
youth is the spirit of the woman—the spirit 
which, despite her 62 years, enables her to 
walk as lightly and gracefully, to move as 
quickly and to speak as volubly as can any 
actress not yet out of the twenties. This 
spirit, which seemingly burns as brightly 
now as it did a score of years ago, gives ani- 
mation, life, radiance to that faceand makes 
it the sensitive reflector of every emotion, 
every passing thought. It is the spirit which 
springs from tireless energy and ceaseless 
activity applying itself constantly to work 
which is loved and which is widely diveral- 
fied in character. Sarah Bernhardt has 
avoided the rut, and because of this she is 
keenly alive ia her art today. 

— 

The performance of La Tosca proved 
an admirable one. The settings, made up 
partly from Mme. Bernhardt’s own stage 
equipment and partly from that of the Audi- 
torium, were satisfactory, and the costuming 
and the stage management were excellent. 
In the first act Tosca has little todo save dis- 
play her love for Mario and the jealousy 
which springs from that love. Mme. Bern- 
hardt made the expression captivating, as 
such utterance ever isin her hands. No ex- 
cessive show of affection, but the caress in 
the voice, the swift touch with hand, fan, or 
kerchief, the fleeting glance and movement 
which tell of fondness and tenderness. 

The first exclamation of surprise when the 
face of the Magdalene in Cavaradossi's paint- 
ing is noticed was peculiarly Bernhardtian, 
and its effect on the audience was instanta- 
neous. The impatience and yet the half play- 
fulness with which the act of recalling whose 
face the painted one resembled e the 
following moment one of the delightful ones 
of the evening. And the jealousy of Mario 
which was ghown in this act, like the strong- 
er outburst which came in the following 
act, when Scarpia arouses her suspicions 
with the fan—these had in them little of the 
bitterness which other Toscas display.

The third act, with the great torture scene, 
was played with all the expected vigor and 
intensity. The stifled voice, the cries of 
anguish, the weeping, the sobs, the sighs, 
and the final complete collapse of body and 
spirit—all were wonderfully simulated by the 
actress, and all were wonderfully employed. 
There was no steady crescendo to a climax, 
no ranting, no excess. Moments of repres- 
sion and quiet followed moments of excité- 
ment and outburst, and yet so naturally, so 
logically did one succeed the other that the 
actuality of real occurrence seemed secured, 
and at the end of the scene the auditor 
realized that a telling climax had been 
reached. 

In the fourth act one of the finest moments 
was that of Tosca’s consent to yield to 
Scarpia. A look of helplessness and terror 
as she khew that she was powerless in this 
master villain’s hands, a quick, half nod of 
acquiescence, and then a bending forward 
as the face, expressive of the most awful 
disgust, sank into the hands which covered 
it. It was but a swiftly passing moment. 
but it was of great dramatic eloquence. 

The killing of Scarpla was not without its 
distinct thrill. The haste and nervousness* 
with which the water was poured into thé 
glass and raised to the Nps, the look of fas- 
cinated horror with which the knife was 
noted, the drawing of the knife toward her, 
blade first, the seizing of the handle, the 
forced smile when Scarpla spoke to her, the 
unseeing eyes with which the passport was 
scanned when he held it before her, and the 
quick, vicious thrust with which the stab- 
bing was done—these held the onlooker spell- 
bound. Then after the death came the dach- 
ing of water over the napkin, the removing 
of the bloodstains from hand and gown, and 
the securing of the passport from the dead 
man’s fingers. There was less of horror 
shown by Mme. Bernhardt in these later 
movements than is usual with other Toscas. 
A certain grimness and forced determination 
replaced the disgust and terror generally ex- 
pressed. And the exit was remarkable. The 
actress crept to the door softly, unbolted it, 
and, opening it only a little way, peered cau- 
tiousty out. Then a little wider—sufficiently 
for her to put out her head and discover if

First let me dispel a misapprehension pop- 
ular among Americans, An Italian “ ville“ 
is not a house, as many who have never lived 
in Italy suppose. The word, im its Italian 
sense, implies both house and grounds. The 
garden and the grove, an open lawn, all are 
an integral part of the villa. The term is ap- 
plied both to the parks of princes and to the 
simple homes of common people, all of whom 
are obliged, by the laws of the land, to wall 
their little gardene in. . 


— a 

The Villa Borghese is, then, both a palace 
and a park. It is only a few years since its 
name and that of its owner filled newspaper 
headlines at home and abroad. For the 
Prince Borghese, having come to grief over 
land speculations, was bankrupt and in 3 
peculiarly embarrassing position. In his gal- 
lery were treasures of art, th e of a few 
ef which would of itself save him from ruin. 
There were pictures in his collection which 
the French government or American mutti 
millionaires would have been glad to buy at 
his own figure, but by a provision of Itallan 
law, they could not be sold without the gov- 
ernment's consent; and the government had 
the further privilege, in case of an enforced 
sale, of buying them in at its own pries. 
To meet hie deficit, therefore, the Prince 
Borghese sold his collections of sculpture 
and paintings to the state in 1901, andin 1902 
he sold hie villa to it also for the sum of 
8,000,000 france. The estate was transferred 
to the city of Rome and its name was official- 
ly changed to that af “ Villa Comunale Um- 
berto Primo.” It is the intentlon of the 
present king to dbulld on the grounds an 
equestrian statue of hia father, King Hum- 
bert, and to connect the park with the neigh- 
boring Pincio, by a bridge. 

Any one who has read Hawthorne's 
„Marble Faun is familiar with the general 
aspect of this park, which he describes. You 
remember that he calls it a seclusion but 
seldom a solitude,” inasmuch as all Rome is 
privileged to come here and taste the beau- 
ties of its silvan walks and sunlit pastures, 
He tells us of the “ venerable quietude” of 
the grand old ilex trees, of the great stone 
pines which lift green islands high above 
us in the air, of the long avenues of cypress 
that are like flames of huge funeral candles 
spreading twilight instead of cheer, also of 
fountains scattered here and there in open 
places, of gray old statues, moss grow 
arches, and time touched altars, whose in- 
scriptions are more than half effaced.

All this is there and more. Part of the 
place’s charm you will not realize until you 
come again some day. Then you Will love 
it twice—first for itself, for the story that 
it tells of nature’s largess, and of man’s up- 
ward striving toward attainment of beauty 
through his own creative power, ard also 
you will love it because of the intimate asso- 
ciations you will have with its tall groves, 
old ruins, happy gardens. 

One can see at a glance that the place be- 
lengs to the people. Children are playing 
here, unhindered, unreproved. Two ragged 
little girls, sitting in the tall grass near the 
road, are weaving chains of large pink 
daisies.
